Reminded Of 


Land Reporting Sale 


Foreigners who acquire or 
transfer any interest other than a 
security interest in Coffee County's 
agricultural land are required to 
report the transaction within 90 days 
to the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 

County ASC _ official Robert 
English said the requirement stems 
from the Agricultural Foreign Invest- 
ment Disclosure Act and those who 
fail to report, or who are late in 
reporting, face possible fines. The 
report provides the U.S. 
department of Agriculture with the 
amount of agricultural land owned 
by foreign persons. 

A foreign disclosure report must 
be filed when a single foreign 
individual, organization, or govern- 
ment holds a direct or indirect 
interest of 10 percent or more; when 
a group of foreign individuals, 
organizations, and governments 
each with less than 10 percent and 
not acting in concert; hold an 
aggregate of 50 percent interest or 
more in agricultural land, 

English said agrilcultural land is 
any tract of more than 10 acres now 
in agricultural, forestry, or timber 
production. ‘'This includes land in 
agricultural use when purchased, as 
well as land later converted to 
agricultural use.’’ English said 
foreigners who own or have an 
interest in 10 acres or less do not 
need to report unless annual 
proceeds from the sale of agri- 
cultural products grown on these 
acres exceed $1,000. 

Foreign disclosure reports 
contain the date the land was 
acquired or transferred, the value of 
the purchase price yet to be paid, 
and the estimated value of the land. 
The ASC official said foreign persons 
are required to keep direct and 
indirect ownership information 

current, file a report if they cease to 
be a foreign person, and if the 
agricultural land ceases to be agri- 
cultural,

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Terrace Maintenance Is Important 


SOIL CONSERVATIONIST 
By; Tommy Robins 


Proper maintenance of your 
terraces will fail without periodic 
maintenance and needed repairs. 

’ We are approaching the period of 
the year when we receive our 
heaviest rainfall. It will be necessary 
to plow up your terraces and open 
the ends to allow free flow. The main 
advantage of plowing up terrace 
ridges is to increase the capacity of 
the terrace, Every terrace has a 
different flow rate and the height of 
the terrace must be maintained, 

Terraces that have storage 
capacity in underground pipe 
systems frequently have problems 
with the pipe risers stopping up. 
This is a result of crop residue and 
sidiment accumilation around the 
pipe. The crop residue should be 


cleaned out regularly and the 
sediment deposit placed on top of the 
terraces, It is essential that any 
damaged risers be repaired. 

The outlets for your terraces 
should also be maintained and free 
of crop residue, trash and_ soil 
sediment. The water should — be 
released on a field border that allows 
the water to spread out slowly and 
uniformly without causing any 
erosion problems. 

With the farm economy being 
uncertain it is essential to maximize 
farm return. It is cheaper to maintain 
terraces yearly than wait until major 
repair is needed. For more

Kevin and Melanie affectionately 
call Miss Nettie ‘‘Nannie,”’ 

Miss Nettie is a member of the 
First Assembly of God Church here 
in Elba. 

When asked if she had ever 
worked outside the home, Miss 
Nettie told us, ‘I worked in a 
nursing home in Davenport, Fla. I 
enjoyed it so much - working with 
those old people, And I loved them 
so much - you couldn't help loving 
them! They were so sweet.”’ 

I asked Miss Nettie the question: 
“When you were working at the 
nore home in Davenport, did you 
ever think you would be living in 
one, one day?'’ She replied, ‘‘No, I 
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didn’t,”’ but id added, ‘‘I like 
the nursing home. Speaking for 
myself, they’re good to me here. You 
get lonesome and all that, but you 
can be lonesome in your own home.”’ 

We agreed that ‘‘there’s no place 
like home,’ but the Elba Nursing 
Home is the next place. She said her 
son had asked her to come to Florida 
and live with them - or in a nursing 
home near them, but she said, ‘‘I 
don’t want to leave Elba!’’ 

As I thought about the irony of 
Miss Nettie once working in a 
nursing home, and now she was a 
resident, I also had the thought that 
here I was visiting and interviewing 
the residents, and one of these days, 
a much younger person may be 
visiting ME in a nursing home and 
talking about the ‘‘good ole days’’! 

For, if we live long enough, one 
of these days, many of us will be in a 
nursing home somewhere, And that 
is why I STRESS visiting and 
remembering the residents there in 
whatever way we can - and whatever 
way WE would want to be 
treated. And I hope that I shall be as 
gracious to my visitor as these 
residents of the Elba Nursing Home 
have been to me. 

I feel the nursing homes of 
America do serve a much needed 
purpose, for those who must depend 
on them for home and care. And, 
now with folks living longer, the 
necessity for nursing homes is even 
greater. 

Now, back to Miss Nettie -- 

Favorites of hers include ‘‘fried 
chicken - the dark meat; peas, 
homegrown butterbeans (and she 
emphasized the ‘‘Home grown” - no 
canned or bought frozen butterbeans 
for her!). And for those of you who 
have homegrown butterbeans in 
your freezer - the next time you serve 
them, save a portion for Miss Nettie 
and run them by the nursing home. I 
bet she would appreciate it! 

Two more favorites of hers are 
“fried okra and ice cream,” 
Also, anyone who would like to, 
could pick Miss Nettie up and drive 
her to the local D.Q. for some ice, 
cream, and or take her some. | 

Other favorites are roses, the 
color red, summer and Christmas. 

In addition to working in the 
nursing home, Miss Nettie told us, 
“I worked on a farm when I was 
young, and I babysat for the Duane 
Kellners here in Elba for many 
years. They seem just like my 
family.”’ 

She said, ‘‘I used to like to sew - 
and I was pretty good. I liked to read 
when my eyes were better.” We 
asked what she liked to read, and she 
replied, ‘‘the Bible.’’ She also said, 
“Tliked to go fishing every once in a 
while.”’ 

Her advice for the rest of us? 

“I'd ask if they were a Christian, 
and if not I’d want them to be, ’cause 
I feel like the Lord is coming pretty 
soon and I'd want everybody to be 
ready.”’ 

One wish? ‘‘I’d have better 
health,”’ 

Her sweet roomie is Mrs. Lena 
Bell Rugg, whom we've already 
visited in this column, She told us 
about Miss Nettie, ‘All I know is, 
she’s a good roommate - I think lots 
of her,’’ and Miss Nettie recipro- 
cated in kind by saying, ‘‘I don’t 
know what I would have done 
without her when I broke my leg - 
she was so good to me.”’ 

We'll say goodbye to Miss Nettie 
and hope you enjoyed visiting with 
her via the newspaper, as much as 
we did in person,
